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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A pharmaceutical composition comprising particulate valdecoxib in an amount 
of aboutX mg to about 100 mg per dose and one or more pharmaceutically 
acceptable excipients, wherein a single dose, upon oral administration to a 
fasting subjecV provides a time course of blood serum concentration of 
valdecoxib having at least one of 

(a) a time to reacn^ threshold concentration for therapeutic effect not greater 
than about 0.5 h after administration; 

(b) a time to reach maximum concentration (Tmax) not greater than about 5 h 
after administration; af 

(c) a maximum concentration^max) not less than about 100 ng/ml. 

2. The composition of C?;^im 1 wherein the threshold concentration for therapeutic 
effect is about 20

3. The composition or^Claim 2 wherein a single dose, upon oral administration to a 
fasting subject, proviofes a time course of blood serum concentration of 
valdecoxib having each 

(a) a time to reach a concentration of 20 ng/ml not greater than about 0.5 h 
after administration; 

(b) a time to reach maximum \oncentration (Tmax) not greater than about 3 h 
after administration; and 

(c) a maximum concentration (Cn\c) not less than about 100 ng/ml. 

4. The composition of O^aim 1 wherein the valdecoxib is in an amount of about 5 
mg to about 40 mg per cfose. 

5. The composition of Claim 1 that is a tablet wherein the excipients comprise one 
or more diliipnts in an amount of about 5% to about 99%, one or more 
disintegrantain an amount of about 0.2% to about 30%, one or more binding 
agents in ein amount of about 0.5% to about 25%, and one or more lubricants in 
an amount of about 0.1% to about 10%, by weight of the composition. 

The composition of Claim 5 wherein the binding agent is pregelatinized starch. 
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16. process of Claim 15 wherein the binding agent is pregelatinized starch. 

17. The proct^s of Claim 16 wherein the diluents comprise lactose monohydrate and 
microcrystarHiie cellulose, the disintegrant is croscarmellose sodium and the 
lubricant is magt^ej^gn stearate. 

18. A method of treatinga medical condition or disorder in a subject where 
treatment with a cycloo^genase-2 inhibitor is indicated, comprising orally 
administering to the subjec^ composition of Claim 1 once or twice a day. 
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
